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INTRODUCTION. 


One of the main functions of the Technological Laboratory is to 
undertake under linoun and reproducible conditions, spinning tests on 
Indian cottons. Upto 1929, these tests -n crc confined mostly to samples 
supplied by cotton breeders and agricultural oflicers cf the Provincial 
Agricultural Departments. These samples represented either new 
varieties which were under trial or cottons grown in connection with 
such field experiments as the effect of diffcrcnt amounts of irrigations, 
different rotation of Ciojjs, different dates of sowing, etc,, etc. 
As most of the samples tested at the Laboratory for the Agricultural 
Departments are in the experimental stage, the results of tbe tests made 
on them are not published for general infonnalion, bnt arc communicated 
only to the departments conccnied. With the expansion of the Com- 
mittee’s schemes in the provrinecs and the gcnercl rccognilion of the 
importance of the Laboratory tests, the number of sjjclr samples went on 
increasing steadily, but tlicrc was a general feeling that the a'oiic of the 
Laboratory should also be made more dirceth useful to the trade and tlio 
industry'. It w as felt that this purpose w ould best he served by cany ing 
out spinning tests at the Laboratoiy on such samples of representative 
trade varieties as form the bulk of the Indian cotton crop. In order to 
put this idea into effect arrangements were made with the East India 
Cotton Association, Ltd., Bombay, for the supply of fair average quality 
of different trade varieties of Indian cotton for which the results of 
spinning tests could bo broadcast for general information. Tliesc tests 
which were first made on the ltK9-30 crop, have since been repeated on 
the same varieties without a break in the past nine seasons. Tlie sanqilcs 
for these tests arc selected by the Standards Committee of the East India 
Cotton Association, who also veiy Idndly value them and give their 
opinion regarding their .stajdc, class, regularity, strcngtii, ole., etc. The 
tests on these samples arc made with two objects. In tlie fiist place, 
they place in the hands of the trade and the industry roliabld information 
regarding the waste lo.sses and the spinning i)crformancc of the chief 
representative types of Indian cotton. This information is available not 
only to merchants and 8i)iimcrs in India, hut also to those in llic foiwigu 
countries who importer w'ish to import Indian cotton for their use. Tlui.s. 
the consumers of Indian cottons, both in India and ubioad, obtain reliable 
information regarding the spinning quality of the diffcrcjit tj ])ck of Indian 
cottons in each season. In the second jdace, as these tests arc made 
every year on samples of fair average quality selected by an cx])0rt' apd 
authoritative body like the Standards Committee ol the East Indio': 
Cotton Association, their results taken over a number of years arc useful 
in showing whether a particular variety of cotton is maintaining its 
quality or showing signs of improvement or deterioration, If any 
particular variety is found, from the data available for a sufficient 
number of years, to show signs of steady deterioration, which is regai’ded 
as being outside the seasonal fluctuation, then it is possible to under- 
take an investigation into tliCi causes of this dolcrioralion and to adopt 
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tlie ncccssar 3 ' remedial mrnsmes. Ji is clenr lhaf , in the absence of anj' 
reliable data obtained under dcfinitel.v known and reproducible condilions 
on samples of fair average qualitj*. it would not bo possible to say definitely 
wlictlier or not any part icu lor type is show ing signs of deterioration . The 
deterioration may. theixforc, go on undetccli d for a number of years 
when it might hove been possible to check it by ensuring a supply of 
pure seed or development of a new type. The following is a list of 
cottons which are to he supplied each year by the East India Colton 
Association, Bombay.

During the current year all except Nnndcd, Farm Westerns, 
Upland and Cambodia were received from the East India Cotton 
Association. 

Attbe same time ns tlic foregoing nfrangement was made wilb the 
East India Cotton Association, Titd., Bombay, it was also aiTnngcd with 
the Bombay Jlillowners’ and the Ahmedabad Jlillowiicrs’ Associations, 
that some of their mill members would kindly supjdy to tlic Laboratory 
samplesof early arrivab of different varieties of the Indian cotton crop. 
Theobjectof making tliese testsw as to place in the hands ot the industiy 
information regarding the waste losses and the spuming performance of 
I different trade varieties in the early part of the season in order to enable 
the consumers, to decide which of these cottons w'ould bo suitable for their 
mixings. These tests were begun in 1930-31, and have been continued 
upto the present season. In view of the fact, however, that sometimes 
a mill using a particular style of cotton in one season decided not to 
purchase the same style in the following season, a certain amount of 
discontinuity has oocun-cd in some of these varieties. However, so for 
. as possible, efforts have been made to obtain, in each season, samples of 
the same varieties so that the i-esults of tests in the successive seasons 
“y also be comparable. As regards the valuation of these samples, 
t was Idndly done by the Grader (Major Ellis Jones) upto 1931-32, 
ut in the following seasons the mills supplying the samples were re- 
- quested to furnish tlieir own valuation reports. Tlie following is a list of.

None of these cottons were received during the current year. 

The plan foUow'cd in presenting the results of tests cairied out on 
these cottons is very nearly the same as that adopted in the Tecluiological 
Eeports on Standard Indian Cottons. Each technological report gives 
the gi'adcr’s valuation report, spinning master’s report, and the table of 
spinning test results wind) show the waste losses, number of j^ani break- 
ages in the ring frame, the actual counts spun, the results of the lea test 
and the ballistic test, actual number of turns per inch, front roller and 
spindle speeds, drafts employed, estimate of yarn neppincss and yam 
evenness and the physical conditions of temperature and humidity 
prevailing in the siiiiming room and the yarn testing room. There is, 
how'ever, this difference between these reports and those on the Standard 
Indian Cottons that as fibre tests arc not made on these trade varieties, 
these reports do not contain the fibre test results, nor any attempt has 
been made to summarise the results in the form of ‘ remarks.’ 

The supply of these samples together with tlic valuation reports has 
not been free from a certain amount of extra work on the part of those who 
have very kindly co-operated with me in these tests. My best thanks arc 
therefore duo to tlic members of the Standards Committee of the East 
India Cotton Association, Bombay, and its office-bearers and to the mills, 
supplying the 'samples. My thaiilcs are also due to Major Ellis Jones -for 
valuing some of the samples, to Messrs. R. P. Eicha,rdson and V. V. Gupte 
for supervising the spinning tests and to Mr. V. Venkataraman for 
assisting mo in the compilation of the test result labels.
